Office  of  the  State  Board  of  Land  Commissioners, 

Helena,  Montana,  December  i,   1908. 

To  the  Eleventh  Legislative  Assembly: 

Pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  3505  of  the  Political 
Code,  the  State  Board  of  Land  Commissioners  herewith  sub- 
mits its  Thirteenth  Biennial  Report  for  the  fiscal  years  of  1907 
and   1908. 

The  State's  holdings  of  land  now  amounts  to  3,570,975.10 
acres,  of  this  amount  3,257,497.40  acres  are  appraised  and  classi- 
fied. The  grazing  and  agricultural  lands  total  3,022,154.29 
acres  and  timber  235,126.95  acres,  estimated  to  have  894,848,000 
feet  of  timber.  There  are  313.694,16  acres  of  land  unappraised, 
being  school  lands  within  the  late  surveys,  and  a  considerable 
portion  of  which  is  timber  lands. 

The  valuation  made  of  the  land  appraised  is  $3,615,753.98  and 
of  the  timber  at  $2.00  per  thousand  feet  is  $1,789,696.00  maiking 
a  total  of  $5,405,499.98. 

The  amount  of  land  under  lease  is  2,183,489.04  acres,  and  the 
total  amount  sold  is  204,912.46  acres. 

SELECTIONS. 

The  several  grants  of  land  made  by  Congres  to  the  State 
amounting  to  668,560.00  acres  have  been  filled  by  the  proper 
amount  of  selections. 

Of  the  Indemnity  School  Selections  138,529.40  acres  were 
selected  during  the  years  1907  and  1908,  making  a  total  of 
Indemnity  Selections  of  651,667.79  acres.  Of  this'  amount 
77,807.79  acres  were  selected  in  lieu  of  land  claimed  by  mineral 
and  homestead  settlers  upon  school  lands  and  the  balance  of 
573,860  acres  were  selected  in  lieu  of  the  following:

To  His  Excellency, 

Edwin   L.  Norris,  Governor  of  Montana. 
Sir: 

Complying  with  Section  3592  of  the  Political  Code,  I  respect- 
fully submit  a  report  of  the  business  of  this  office  for  the  fiscal 
year  ending  November  30,  1908;  I  also  include  a  summary  of 
the  business  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  because  reports  are  printed 
only  biennially. 

For  the  fiscal  year  1907  the  total  receipts  of  this  department 
were    $829,480.06,    derived    from    following   sources :

One  particular  feature  of  this  sliowing  is  very  gratifying  to 
us,  and  that  is  the  increase  in  revenue  from  leases.  A  year 
ago  the  state  had  leases  in  force  on  the  five  year  contract  plan 
covering  2,202,248.25  acres,  yielding  annually  $208,249.89,  and 
now  there  are  2,183,489.04  acres  leased  on  the  same  plan,  yielding 
annually   $223,71072. 

Two  years  ago  there  were  annual  permits  in  force  on  un- 
surveyed,  or  partially  surveyed,  or  surveyed  in  the  field  and  not 
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yet  approved  school  sections  covering-  160.860  acres,  yielding- 
$10,801.25.  At  that  time  there  was  every  reason  to  beheve,  that 
there  would  be  a  steady  increase  in  the  revenue  from  this  source 
for  many  years,  but  i'n  this  we  have  been  disappointd.  The 
federal  government  land  agents  have  taken  the  position  within 
the  past  few  years,  that  the  state  land  office  had  no  right  to 
grant  leases  on  school  sections  in  such  conditions,  with  the  result, 
that  the  income  from  permits  has  decreased.  Permits  in  force 
now  (mostly  surveyed  in  field  and  not  yet  approved  school  sec- 
tions) cover  154,100  acres,  bringing  $10,316.75  per  year.  This 
gives  a  total  of  leases  in  force  on  2.337,589.04  acres  paying 
annually  $234,027.47. 

In  this  connection  it  might  be  well  to  call  your  Excellency's 
attention  to  the  fact,  that  there  is  much  of  the  state  remaining 
unsurveyed,  and  that  if  the  General  Government  could  be  pre- 
vailed on  to  cause  prompt  survey  of  all  lands  within  the  state, 
which  it  were  practical  to  survey,  that  this  department  would 
be  placed  in  the  position  where  it  could  lease  hundreds  of  sections 
more  within  a  very  few  years,  increasing  the  revenue  from  that 
source  materially.  In  Fergus  County  a  good  illustration  can  be 
had.  In  it  there  are  approximately  fifty  townships  which  are 
surveyed,  but  not  subdivided.  Practically  every  one  of  those 
sections,  w'hich  will  become  property  of  the  state  upon  survey, 
could  be  leased  at  a  fair  rental.  Anotlier  feature  to  be  consid- 
ered in  this  connection  is,  that  settlers  coming  into  the  state 
will  naturally  become  squatters  on  the  best  of  the  land,  and  in 
consequence  the  state  secures  poorer  land  when  it  makes  lieu 
selections. 

The  total  receipts  of  this  department  in  ic)07  were  the  largest; 
in  its  history,  and  they  would  have  reached  a  million  dollars 
this  year  if  the  Honorable  State  Board  of  Land  Commissioners- 
had  not  withdrawn  a  pending  sale  of  timber  land  and  later  on 
decided,  not  to  approve  of  any  more  private  sales  for  the  time 
being-.  That  the  Board  has  at  all  times  acted  cautiously  in  mat- 
ter of  appHcations  to  purchase  state  lands  is  borne  out  by  the 
records  in  this  department,  for  very  few  sales  were  made  at 
prices  first  offered  and  practically  no  sales  were  made  within 
the  last  two  years  or  more,  without  a  special  report  was  had 
from  the  state  land  agent. 

The  total  acreage  of  state  land  (aside  from  town  lots)  sold  dur- 
ing the  last  fiscal  year  is  54,711.62  acres  for  a  consideration  of 
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$777,512.20,  of  which  amount  $138,270.00  had  been  paid  over  on 
account  of  timher  value  on  part  of  the  land  sold  in  the  previous 
year.  Of  the  above  $163,545.41  worth  was  sold  on  the  time 
payment  plan,  30  per  cent  or  more  being  paid  in  cash,  and  the 
deferred  payments  yielding  5  per  cent  interest.  The  sales  for  the 
fiscal  year  1908  are  51,020.81  acres  for  $604,288.00,  of  which 
$209,585.86  worth  was  sold  on  the  time  payment  plan  as  men- 
tioned. 

In  addition  to  land  sold  as  per  tables  attached  to  this  report, 
there  were  sold  in  1908  out  of  the  Townsite  of  Cut  Bank  112  lots 
for  $3,931.00  for  which  patents  issued;  and  198  lots  for  $5,365.00 
on  the  certificate  plan. 

In  Cut  Bank  there  remain  unsold  291  lots  valued  at  $6,852.00 
and  five  tracts  adjoining,  containing  68.39  acres  valued  at 
$1,367.80,  showing  that  the  total  value  of  the  480  acres  platted, 
including  amount  received  in  1907  for  railroad  right  of  way, 
is  $18,765.80. 

In  the  school  addition  to  the  city  ol  Missoula  there  were  17 
lots  sold  for  $1,510.00  on  the  certificate  plan;  also  one  five  acre 
tract  for  $1,000.  Of  the  acreage  tracts  in  this  school  addition 
there  remain  unsold  155  acres  valued  at  $23,91000  and  576  lots 
valued  at  $32,545.00. 

Very  little  timber  has  been  sold  in  the  last  two  years.  The 
only  contracts  in  force  now  are  as  follows :

Andy  Erickson  on  section  16  in  T.  3  N.  of  R.  6  E.  estimated 
at  1,250,000  ft. — sold  at  v$2.5o  per  M.  ft.  This  permit  expires 
June  24,   1909.     None  reported  cut. 

Ed.  Donlan  for  lots  3  and  4  Sec.  6,  SWV4  of  NW^/4,  SW'/4, 
Sec.  10  in  T.  18  N.  of  R.  26  W.  SE  V4  Sec.  8,  SEV4,  W^A,  WV2 
of  NEy4,  Sec.  2,  all  Sec.  4,  10,  Syz  of  NE^^j  lots  1-2-3-4-5-6 
Sec.  12,  all  Sec.  16  in  T.  18  N.  of  R.  27  \N .

The  estimate  of  the  total  involved  in  this  contract  is  21,000,000 
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ft.  and  of  it  there  has  been  cnt  3,864,095  ft.  This  permit  ex- 
pires March  3,  1909. 

Miscellaneous  timber  permits  issued  during  the  year  for  a  value 
of  $6,805.00  and  timber  trespasses  committed  during  the  year  and 
collected  for  amounts  to  $145.00. 

Although  there  are  a  few  coal  mining  leases  in  force,  which 
the  Honorable  State  Board  of  Land  Commissioners  ordered 
issued  under  its  general  authority  to  administer  state  lands,  it 
would  materially  assist  this  department  if  there  was  some  speci- 
fic legislation  to  cover  this  feature.

How:  the  revenues  of  the  school  income  fund  have  increased 
in  the  past  ten  years  is  most  emphatically  shown  by  the  per 
capita  amount  paid  out  for  the  support  of  the  common  schools. 
In  1897  the  per  capita  was  $0.38  and  in  1907  it  was  $3.10,  although 
number  of  school  children  increased  very  materially. 

During  the  past  year  the  State  Board  of  Land  Commissioners 
has  been  very  fortunate  in  making  investments  for  the  several 
permanent  funds,  and  at  this  time  there  is  invested  in  school 
district,  municipal,  cormty,  and  state  bonds  the  sum  of 
$2,348,118.49.  In  addition  to  this  sum  $250,000.00  more  will  be 
paid  for  Silver  Bow  County  Court  House  4^/2  per  cent  Bonds 
on  July  I,  1909,  which  are  now  contracted  for. 

The  expenses'  in  this  department  for  1908  are  larger  than  in 
1907,  especially  accounted  for  by  the  hearing  in  Kalispell  of  last 
summer,  which  caused  an  outlay  of  $3,979.70.  In  addition  to  this 
$398.15  was  paid  out  for  printing  notices  of  selections,  which  the 
state  was  not  obliged  to  do  prior  to  April,  1907,  and  $391.57  is 
paid  out  as  drainage  assessment  on  section  16  in  T.  i  S.  of  R. 
26  E.  to  which  section  the  amount  is  charged  as  an  improvement 
expense. 

For  1907  the  total  expenses  were  $16,114.53  and  for  1908  they 
are  $20,449.98.  During  the  year  just  closed  many  new  appraise- 
ments of  land  and  timber  have  been  made,  but  much  more  work 
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of  this  kind  remains  to  be  done.  Several  field  men  could  be 
very  advantageously  employed  during  practically  the  whole  of 
of  next  year,  so  that  new  appraisals  could  be  had  of  all  state 
land  before  any  more  public  auctions  are  held.  The  department 
has  had  field  men  report  on  all  land  and  timber  belonging  to 
the  State  in  Ravalli  County  during  September  and  October  last 
past  and  the  reports  on  lands  in  said  county  are  very  complete. 

Your  Excellency  having  appointed  a  special  board  for  the  pur- 
pose of  thoroughly  going  into  the  land  laws  and  suggesting  needed 
changes,  I  close  this  report  by  calling  attention  to  the  attached 
tables,  which  are  a  comprehensive  statement  of  the  business 
affairs  of  this  department.

Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  following  report 
of  this  office  for  the  fiscal  years  of  1907  and  1908. 
SELECTION  OF  STATE  LANDS. 
During  the  year  1907,  76,274.77  acres  of  land  were  selected 
and  placed  in  the  following  grants,  towit ;  73,834.77  acres 
Indemnity  School  Lands  and  2440  acres  to  the  credit  of  the 
Public  Buildings  Grant.  For  the  year  1908,  64,694.65  acres 
were  selected  and  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  School  Indemnity 
Grant  and  1280  acres  were  selected  for  the  Agricultural  College 
Grant  making  a  total  for  the  year  of  655974.65  acres. 

The  table  showing  the  various  counties  in  which  these  selec- 
tions were  made  is  attached  hereto.  All  land  selected  has  been 
placed  under  lease  at  an  annual  rental  of  $80.00  per  annum  per 
section. 

CONTESTS. 
A  complete  and  descriptive  account  of  the  land  contests  for  the 
two  years  will  be  found  in  the  Attorney  General's  Report. 

TRESPASS. 
This  office  has  been  little  troubled  with  parties  going  upon 
state  land  and  committing  trespass.     The  full  amount  collected 
for  such  acts  for  two  years  amounts  to  $277.00  which  was  paid 
into  the  Register's  Office. 

FOREST  FIRES. 
There   has   been  but  slight   damage   to   state  timber  by   fires 
in  the  last  two  years.     In  fact  the  State  has  been  very  fortunate 
in  regard  to  fires,  her  timber  being  so  situated  that  generally 
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there  are  others  interested  in  timber  adjacent  and  their  vigilence 
has  been  of  material  benefit  to  the  state. 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Within  the  last  two  years  there  has  been  wonderful  changes 
worught  in  certain  portions  of  the  State,  caused  by  the  construc- 
tion of  the  Chicago,  Milwaukee  and  St.  Paul  Railway,  and  thous- 
ands of  acres  of  state  lands  which  two  years  ago  were  clasified  as 
grazing  lands  are  now  considered  good  for  farming.  Hereto- 
fore they  lay  so  far  away  from  transportation  that  it  was  only 
practical  to  use  them  for  grazing.  I  would  suggest  that  a  re- 
appraisement  and  classification  be  made  of  state  lands  in  the 
following  counties,  towit : 

East  half  of  Teton,  Chouteau,  Cascade,  Fergus,  Gallatin, 
Sweet   Grass ;  north   half  of   Custer,   Yellowstone. 

These  lands  are  more  or  less  affected  by  the  new  develop- 
ments now  taking  place.
